The Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
to be connected by a "double 
track" system of ocean-to-ocean 
water routes a "one-way" traffic 
arrangement!

That is coming, according to 
business experts, because the stead­ 
ily growing commerce of the world 
will, within a few years, demand 
construction of> the Nicaragua ca 
nal, which, paralleling the Panama 
canal, even at some distance, will 
eventually work out that way.

Even though President Harding 
is said to have abandoned his re­ 
cent plan to begin work on the 
Nicaraguan project, it is believed 
such abandonment is only tempo­ 
rary, as the demands of growing 
commerce, it was pointed out, can­ 
not be turned aside not even on 
account of tremendous costs for 
commerce must be and always has 
been ' served.

Last year the Panama canal 
earned $3,466,574.09 net, with this 
year's net promising to double that 
amount, so the Panama canal com­ 
mission said. But its net transit 
expenses were $7,919,017.63 in 
1922. It cost $380,000.000 to 
build.

The commission Indicated that 
within the next 20 years when the 
Panama waterway reaches its ca 
paclty, its net earnings will be 
startling.
. The approximate cost of the Nic 
aragua project will be $1,000,000, 
000 based on present costs, Secre­ 
tary of War Weeds recently told tn 
President.

The United States army engl 
neers would not attempt to estimati 
its net earnings, which forecasi 
would depend upon a knowledge oi 
future commercial conditions, and 
requirements which, they said, m 
one can accurately foretell.

The Panama canal Is 60 mile 
long, while the Nicaragua rout 
covers 186H miles; the canal prop­ 
er embracing only 67 mllee, the re 
malnder following a river and Lake 
Nicaragua.

The Nicaragua canal would hav< 
a considerable military advantag 
over the Panama waterway, for 1 
will be less hagardous as a mllltar; 
menace as it is a shorter distune 
from United States coasts and fort 
to the line it will have to protect 
therefore, the greater 1U power t 
defend it.

Besides shortening the time be 
tween the Atlantic and Pactfi 
ports by five or six days, the Nica­ 
ragua route has none of the pestt 

j^entlal difficulties which are mon 
or less present In the Panama zone
